particularly in view of the report that 
they are commanded by such expert 
enced fighters and "die hards" as Ea 
jnon de Valera, Cathal 
Brugha 


(Charles Burgess) Austin Stack and 
Oscar Traynor. 


Details of the 
operations 
of 
the 


national corps are regarded as pointing 
to impaired morale on the part of the 
irregulars and to the rapid crumbling 
of their defence when seriously at 
tacked. 


The tactics of the provisional gov

The attack on the stronghold

Harcourt Terrace was 
particularly 


dashing. 
The free staters drove up 


suddenly in armored cars and opened 
a fierce fire on the Hepublicans. The 
return volley was scattering and the 
national 
troops 
promptly 
stormed 


the place, capturing in a single rusfr 
the whole party of defenders, number 
inij 30. 


The capture of the Swan hotel in 


York street was a more difficult oper- 
ation. In this engagement th> Repul> 
licans 
displayed 
considerable 
re 


source, all managing to escape except 
three who were wounded. The attack 
was made by an armored car and a 
small force of free staters quartered 
In an undertakers establishment near 
by.The fight lasted several hours. 


The Republicans who were strong 


ly entrenched had hung a horseshoe 
outside a window. They declared their 
luck would last as long as the horse- 
shoe remained. Most of the defend- 
ers were mere boys and their pluck 
and dare deviltry won warm admlra 
tion from their imperilled non com 
batant neighbors as well as from the 
attackers.

During the night the stronghold of

Washington—Lines of difference were 
drawn more tightly than ever Mon- 
day when representatives of bitumin- 
ous coal operators and officials of the 
striking coal miners union went into 
their third joint conference in comp- 
any with 
Secretaries 
Hoover and 


Davies. Prior to the meeting it was 
evident that the operators intended to 
force some sort of a conclusion Mon- 
day without yielding to their refusal 
to meet the union for the purpose of 
making up a national or semi-national 
wage scale. From the views of John 
L. Lewis, president of the United Mine 
"Workers, it was evident that the 
miners consider it necessary to pro- 
long the strike rather than agree to 
negotiate for district wage scales with 
the operators. 


At a lengthy meeting by themselves 


the bituminous operators representa- 
tives prepa'red a resolution incorporat- 
ing their view, and though its de- 
tails were held confidential it was 
understood that if the joint conference 
broke up Monday the operators had 
Seen determined to open a large num- 
ber of union mines in former union 
territory on a nonunion basis Wednes- 
day. 


The old wage scale calls for a base 


wage of $7.50 per day underground 
while the mines that will open are ex- 
pected to offer the miners the 1917 
scale, which has a base of about $5 a 
day underground. 


Secretary of Labor Davis appeared 


still hopeful before the meeting and 
was again the chief source of the im- 
pression 
that 
the 
administration 


would intervene further before letting 
the gathering fail of accomplishing a 
strike settlement.

the offices of the Sailors' union of 
the Great Lakes here; and the of- 
fices of the Marine Cooks and Stew- 
ards and Marine Firemen, Oilers and 
Watertenders unions at Buffalo. 


Four hundred and fifty bulk cargo 


carriers engaged in the 
iron ore, 


grain and coal trade* and three pas- 
senger boats- the Tioncata, Octroa. 
and Juniatta of Buffalo, are affected 
by the strike vote. 


About 11,250 members of the three 


unions are involved. They 
demand 


reduction in hours from 12 to 8 a day 
and an increase in pay. 


The strike resolution of the Sail- 


ors' union declares that modern bulk 
freighters on the lakes 
can 
bring 


down five times as much ore in sea- 
son as boats of a few years 
ago 


while modern unloading machinery 
enables them to turn around in less 
time than ships one fifth their size 
formerly did. In spite of this great 
saving, the

says, "the 


lake earners association still requires 
the sailors on their ships to work 12 
hours a day seven

tic City express train left the rails 
at Winslow Junction, 37 miles from 
here, and rolled down an embank- 
ment. The actual number of dead wil 
not be known until the wreckage is 
thoroughly searched. There were re 
ports that nearly 20 persons 
were 


killed but the company announced 
only five. Most of the injured were 
brought to a hospital in this city. 


The wreck 
occurred at the point 


where trains for all seashore points 
south of Atlantic City turn to the 
south at the junction. 


Reports were that a switch 
had 


been set for a Cape May train but for 
some reason the Express from Cam 
den came along first. 


The train left Camden at 11-40 Sun- 


day night carrying 89 passengers in 
five day coaches and i parlor car. The 
express was running at high speed 
when it reached 
the curve and its 


momentum

THE RAIL STRIKE 


Despite all efforts to avert it, 
the 


rail strike is here and the country faces 
another disturbance of its transportation 
system. 
To what 'extent it may inter- 


fere with traffic is problematical, al- 
though the general expectation is that 
train service -will continue much the 
same as \isual. 
A protracted strike 


would of course in time affect service. 


The merits of the railway labor board's 


decision cutting wages are controversial. 
There are some things to be said in its 
favor and some against it. 
This news- 


paper has regretted that the cut was so 
extensive. It has not believed there was 
real necessity for the wholesale lowering 
of wages either on or off the railroads. 
It would like to see the American wage 
standard maintained at the highest pos- 
sible level, and it does not feel there has 
been a genuine, honest-to-goodness pur- 
pose by indiistry. and in this we include 
railroads and employers at large, to 
keep wages at that point. 
Had there 


been, there would have been fewer cuts 
and less antagonism with lauor. 


However, in the case of the rail em- 


ployes now out, the fact remains that 
the public views, we think, the strike with 
disfavor. 
It is inclined to support the 


labor board, and perhaps that is right. 
The labor board is the first agency of the 
kind we have utilized for the- solution of 
industrial problems and the prevention of 
strikes, and we ought to give it a fair and 
thorough trial. 
The interests of the em- 


ployers, of the employes and of the pub- 
lic are theoretically equally represented. 
Decisions are supposed to rest upon ex- 
pert and impartial investigation, taking 
into consideration cost of living, condi- 
tions of employment and other factors 
•which legitimately should determine the 
•wage standard. Time only can tell wheth- 
er the board has functioned competently. 
If it has not it will be discredited and 
whichever party to the triangle has suf- 
fered at its hands will gain prestige and 
strength. Very few strikes ever succeed 
•without public support. 
If the shopmen 


and others now out lack this support, they 
are morally certain to fail, and this even 
though justice lay with their cause. 


The result of this strike will have an 


important bearing upon the final power 
land influence of the railway labor board. 
"It is a test of the board as well as of the 
Tailroads and their men. 
However it 


germinates, we agree with Chairman 
Hooper of the board when he says the 
.people of the United States are "sick and 
itired of having railway transportation and 
.traffic periodically interrupted by con- 
troversies between railway managements 
and employes.'' 
If the labor board can- 


tot put an end to the evil some agency 
must be found that will. 
When this 


strike is over, we shaJl know better where 
•we "are at'' and whether the labor board 
is to remain as a permanent feature of 
the transportation act or whether it is to 
be abandoned.

Nobody is inclined to criticize the aged 


soldiars of the "lost cause" for opinions 
which they declare under th« excitement 
«f brotherly reunion^ However, it must 
be condemned as bad judgment on the 
pwt of those who urged this matter on 
the veteran* of the Gray. 


The war it over, and the greatness and 


goodness of Lincoln are recognized no- 
where more fully than in the south. The 
south is just as patriotic, too, as the 
north. 
It would be well if the decision 


of the United Confederate Veterans were 
received, wherever offered, with due re- 
spect, for brave men who remember indis- 
tinctly the issues of the long ago. and then 
were politely ignored. 


McCUMBER NO LOSS 
„ 


Senator McCumber. who has gone 


down in the general landslide agaisst re- 
actionary politics, is quoted as saying 
that he will support the Republican can- 
didate who defeated him—Former Gov- 
ernor L. J. Frazier and leader of the Non- 
Partisan league in North Dakota. If Mr. 
McCumber is correctly quoted his defeat 
is no loss to the nation or to North Dako- 
ta. 
Such partisanship of itself stamps 


him as an unfit public servant.

FILIPINOS 


"With all other people receiving their in- 


dependence, the Filipinos probably arp at 
a loss to understand why the United 
States, the great exponent of freedom, 
does not release them from its guidance 
From their standpoint the United States 
must seem to be inconsistent in policy. 


President Harding told the Philippine 


delegation that the islands were not ready 
for complete independence, but he reiter- 
ated the assurance that this country is 
pledged to set the Filipinos free.

THE HABIT OF TAKING SALTS 


Firmly, but gently, let ue insist that the good old 


fashioned home remedies still hold their place In our 
practice against all modern inventions, and salts is 
one o fthe old reliables. 
Yet reluctantly, but frank- 


ly, we must confess that this same old reliable is 
capable of doing a powerful amount of harm when 
abused. And it is abuse to take salts when you mere- 
ly require a laxative. 


Under certam circumstances nothing can be sub- 


stituted for salts when definite results are to be ob- 
tained. 
By salts we mean Epsom, Roehelle. Glau- 


ber's. Carlsbad, phosphate of soda, citrate of soda, 
in fact, any saline cathartic, natural or artificial, 
plain, effervescent or disguised. 
But each and 


every kind of salts will do much harm if habitually 
or frequently taken merely to move the bowel. 


The action of salts, no matter which kind, is very 


simple to explain. 
The saline has an affinity for 


water and draws water from the lining of the bowel. 
This, of course, causes irritation, to which the bowel 
responds by increased activity. 
Imagine' th« effect 


of daily irritation of this kind over a period of many 
months of years! 
f 


Some of the salts, no matter which kind, will o*e 


absorbed into the blood and eliminated thru the kid- 
neys. 
In the process of elimination the kidney is 


rntated. and i fthe dose is a daily habit the kidney 
will in time suffer.

abuse to use salts merely for the purpose of pro 
ducing an evacuation.

s the official solution of magnesium citrate of the 
pharmacopoeia. 
This pleasant solution must be 


'reshly prepared by the pharmacist on call, and the 
vhole bottle (twelve ounces) should be taken by an 
adult, in divided doses every half hour or so. 


So far as effect is concerned. Epsom or Roehelle 


salts is quite as good as any other. 
Also quite as 


bad when abused. 
Many people take salts or other 


cathartics to accomplish that which an intelligent 
•egulation of the diet would accomplish nicely.

Political assassination, as exempli 


fled in the murders within a brief p»r- 
iod of Field Marshal Sir Henry wil- 
son and Walter Rathenau. Germany's 
foreign minister, is made the occasion 
for ?xpressions of regret and appre 
hension by the 
American 
editorial 


writers that the danger of Intolerance 
cannot be wiped out. There is an •evi 
dent similiarity in the reasoning be- 
hind the crimes, the editors point out, 
despit* the fact that Wilson was mur- 
dered by the men who believed that he 
stood in the way of an All-Ireland re 
public while Rathenau was slain be- 
cause he was an obstacle to the mon- 
archist plotters of Germany. In both 
instances It is insisted the result will 
be serious for ths cause supposedly 
represented by the assassins. 


The murders, the Socialist 
New 


York CALL declares, "shows that ths 
mark of the beast is not confined to 
any class, or any party, or any nation- 
ality. The men who murdered Field 
Marshal Wilson did it in the name of 
patriotism, just as those who murder- 
ed Dr. Rathenau will claim that they 
did it for 'love of their country.' Vio- 
lence begets violence; murder begets 
murder. If the race is ever to take 
the first step toward human happiness 
the mark of the beast must disap- 
pear." In the view of the 
Raleigh 


NEWS 
AND 
OBSERVER, 
"both 


crimes are striking reminders of the 
danger of intolerance while the Berlin 
murder shows how powerful the mili- 
taristic spirit still is in that country." 


The Pittsburgh LEADER is con- 


vinced that the royalist cause in Ger- 
many was shattered by ths assassina- 
tion and 
now 
"the 
contemplated 


'putsch' has no more chance to win 
than would the former kaiser have 
single 
handed. 
Should 
Chancellor 


Wirth be the next victim, as he is 
said to anticpaM. the monarchists may 
not need to start the fighting. The 
aroused republicans may rise 
and 


drive them from the country." 


"Senseless fanatics like those who 


have caused these two murders," the 
Baltimore SUN points out, "can al- 
ways set ablaze brands of suspicion 
and hate that 
otherwise might be 


extinguished by the efforts of capable 
leaders. Rathenau's death has more 
international significance than Wil- 
son's. 
No good but only great evil 


can come from this murder." In the 
opinion of the Philadelphia PUBLIC 
LEDGER, "like ths man who killed 
Lincoln the two bigoted ignoramuses 
who killed Walter Rathenau 
have 


slain the one man who might have 
have led Germany out of her swamp. 
In the bettsr years to come which his 
taking off will make so much bitterer, 
she will mourn him more deeply still. 
The rest of the world has cause to 
mourn him, too, though it may not yet 
know it." The pity of it. as the New 
York TIMES expresses it, is that "as 
Ireland and in Illinois the loose talk 
of highly placed personages had its 
reaction on crackbrained minds fur- 
ther down the scale but the highly 
placed personages are 
free 
from 


blood guilt, because they ne\er meant 
it that way." Somewhat similar is the 
decision of the Newark NEWS which 
explains that "the response In each 
country shows the temper of the great 
group which will determine its future. 
\Vhnt they do is the important thing 
The conciliatory policy toward Ire- 
Ian cannot he abandoned. The Ger- 
man republic rannot be surrendered. 
•Both have been challenged and the 
challenge must be rn*t if the people 
are to govern themselves. No con- 
cessions to viol»m-e. which is always 
the weapon of estremistg can safely 
be made." 


"It is quite certain that 
in both 


Great Britian and Germany," the Day- 
ton DAILY NEWS points out. "the 
assassinations will not change govern 
mental policies and so. ot course, the 
murders in reality, will result in no- 
thing of benefit but rather much in 
adverse conditions for thoss who in- 
stigated or directly were guilty of the 
crimes." 
Dealing directly with the 


slaying of Dr. Rathenau the NEWS 
insists that "his untimely and tragic 
death will not throw Germany into 
chaos.

But 
it does disclose the lurking dangers 
in Europe." The

Science MONITOR believes that "for 
the moment at least the confidence in 
the ability of the German government 
to pursue a wise and steady policy is 
sadly shattered." 
This especially 
is 


so, the Buffalo TIMES thinks because 
"the murdered statesman was opposed 
to the German militarists and rsac- 
tionarips. He had. probably, more than 
any other member of the government, 
the confidence of the German people. 
Tha foul deed which has done him to 
death has deprived Germany of a 
strong and safe personality and Eu- 
rope of an efficient factor of recon- 
struction." 
This sentiment likewise 


IK entertained by 
the 
Cleveland 


PLAIN DEALER which declares that 
Rathenau, "was doing his utmost to 
set Germany on her feet. More than 
any other man he had eased the Ger 
man burden. H* had achieved much 
toward making Germany strong and 
hopeful. Yet this is the man whom 
the royalist assassins marked for their 
first victim." 


The Hartford TIMES 
feara 
that 


"Ilk* most assassinations this one will 
probably work to the detriment of the 
very people whose talk and writings 
against Dr. Rathenau's work made It 
Inevitable." Rathenau, the New York 
EVENING WORLD bslisves, was a 
rare combination of the thinker and 
the man of action, the dreamer nnd 
the practical 
executive," 
and 
the 


"monarchists of Germsny," the Port 
Huron TIMES HERALD insists, "will 
loft* more by the martyrdom of Rathe- 
nau than It Is possible for them to 
gain by putting him out of the way." 


The murder of Field Marshal Wil- 


son, most of the papers which analyze 
the motives behind it believe, was due 
to extreme fanaticism and this com- 


pletely has been recognized by the 
British and Irish peoples so that it 
hardly will be allowed stand in the 
way of assisting the Free State Gov- 
erment to establish itself. "Wilson's 
monument," the Roanoke 
WORLD 


NEWS suggests, "should be peace in 
Ireland. Peace in Ireland there must 
be despite obstacles which continue 
to rise. Sane men in Britian and Ire- 
land must

FRANCE AND 
WASHINGTON 


TREATY 


Parisi—The ratification of the Wash- 


ington Naval Treaty is one of the most 
important cards in France's foreign 
policy, in the opinion of M. Stephane 
Lauzanne, Editor of LE MATIN. He 
says: 


"The Senate and the Chamber of 


Deputies will soon have to examine 
the Washington Naval Treaty. 
The** 


can ratify it, amend it, or reject it. 
Their sovereignty is entire and abso- 
lute. But although they have all rights 
they are not obliged to make use of 
them all, and we want here to appeal 
to the political wisdom of Parliament 
to ratify the Washington treaty as 
quickly as possible. 


"It is possible that the treaty is not 


perfect. It is possible that its birth 
was not without bitterness. Yet, as it 
stands it does no harm to the 
vital 


interests of France. 
It in no way 


touches her land armature. It does 
not prevent her from building dpfen- 
sive and rapid submarines, which she 
believes m. It only prevents her from 
building quantities of giant battle- 
ships, in which she does not believe, 
and which would only complete 
the 


ruin of her finances. Apart from all 
its formulas and phrases the Washing- 
ton treaty comes 10 this: It prevents 
France from having a fleet of mas- 
todons, which in any case she would 
not have, that she could not have and 
that she does not want to have. Weep 
manufactui ers of armour-plate! Tax- 
payers rejoice! 


"But what matters in a treaty are 


the intentions much more than the 
technique, to scrutinize the rninds of 
the negotiators rather than the parch- 
ment on which they sign. 


"The Washington Treaty is Ameri- 


can. That does not mean that it is 
Irreproachable but it means that it is 
devoid of all malice with regard to 
France; that there-is no intention of 
troubling, or worrying, or weakening 
France."'and. better than that, it was 
conceived by men like President Hard- 
ing, Secretary of State Hughes, Sen- 
ator Lodge, who are unquestionably 
friends of France. 
They 
needed a 


certain amount of courage to draw up 
this treaty, for, after all, it is an in- 
ternational treaty, and the American 
Senate, the 
American people, and 


American tradition dislike all interna- 
tional constructions. Are we 
then, 


who need these constructions witn all 
our heart and all our strength going 
to reject this one because some parts 
of the wall are not to our taste and be- 
cause our architects have not suffi- 
ciently studied the plans? 


"And then when we are confronted 


with a treaty, we must think of all 
those who would be glad to see us re- 
ject it. And I certainly cnn see many 
dancing for joy if we were to amend 
or reject the Washington Treaty . 


"First of all there would be Lloyd 


George's set. who would then easily be 
able to represent us as people who, 
not bejng satisfied with ruining our- 
selves with our army want to ruin 
ourselves still more with naval arm-5 
aments. Then in America there would 
be all the pro-Germans and all the op- 
iponents of the present 
Republican 


.government. Finally thsre would be 
all those who are watching us 
and 


hoping to see u» stumble. 


"On the other hand, I see all those 


who would be gratified at seeing us ac- 
cept 
the 
treaty 
without rsserve. 


There would be our frierrds from all 
over the world. They would say 'Look 
at the new proof of conciliation, of 
good will, of ardent desire for peace 
which France is Riving.' All our Re- 
publican American friends %vould be 
there and also I am sure, some of the 
democrats: 
They would say: 'Look 


what a nice attitude France is tak- 
ing towards a work of thp Republi- 
can government and which was a 
question of American pride.' 


"Our parliament should think of al! 


this: For it means playing one of the 
most Important cards in our foreign 
policy. After Washington, for some 
reason or other our 
moral 
credit, 


has recovered Its old position. 'France 
is right! We agres with France,' cried 
American public opinion during 
the 


last month. 'It depends on the ratifi- 
cation of the Washington 
Treaty 


whether we are to remain 
at 
the 


height of popularity which w* have re- 
acquired, or whether we are to des- 
cend again Into the terrible valleys 
of disparagement. The smile of Amer- 
ica's people and government today are 
worth a gesture of acquiescence on 
the part of France. 


"If we do ratify, we shall only lose 


the mirage of the ships which we shall 
never posssss!"

How To Display The Flag 


(The following extracts from "Our 


Flag—Traditions and Customs" com 
piled by Mrs. Louie H. McKinnon, 
State Chairman of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution for the Cor- 
rect Use of the Flag, are printed at the 
reo,uest of the Chairman for the Cor- 
rect Use of the Flap of the Appleton 
Chapter of tht 
Daughters 
of 
the 


American Revolution.) 


The "Stars and Stripes" were first 


displayed at the Battle of Brandy- 
wine September llth, 1877, and first 
displayed on the American ship of war 
from the mast head of the "Ranger." 
The story is told of how a group of 
beautiful young women cams down to 
the shore at Portsmouth, New Ham- 
shore, bringing a large flag, their gift 
to Captain John Paul Jones, who was 
in command of the ship "Ranger." 
Paul Jones with his own hands hoisted 
the "Stars and Stripes" to the top of 
the mast. Over the very waters that ebb 
and flow where the Lusitania went 
down sailed Paul Jones in 1778 flaunt- 
ing before the eyes 
of Europe the 


flag that the young girls had made. 


It was a starting point of a series of 


episodes in the history of the Ameri- 
can Flag. It was first saluted by a 
great European power 
when 
the 


Ranger sailed into 
Quiberon 
Bay, 


France, February 14, 177S. 


The record of Paul Jones from 1777 


to 1T79 is the most dramatic one in the 
long list of naval heroes that 
has 


made our flag famous the world over, 
and seems to have been th? inspira- 
tion of every chapter of his remark- 
able story of daring and adventure. 


During the War of 1812-15 between 


the United States and Great Bntian 
the English 
fleet 
bombarded Fort 


McHenry, near Baltimore. September 
13th, 1814. Frances Key, who was con- 
fined that night on the ship of the 
British Admiral Cockburn, witnessed 
with an anxious heart the British bom- 
bardment of the fort. It was this 
Fort McHenry Flag that Kev "found 
was still there with its broad stripes 
and bright stars so gallantly stream- 
ing," as he watched so eagerly in the 
first rays of dawn and was inspired 
by its glorious message to write the 
"Star Spangled Banner." the words 
that have made him famous. Over his 
grave a flag always flies, the only ex- 
ception where a flag flioe after sunset 
and all night. 


Considerable discussion has arisen 


throughout the country concerning 
the proper manner of hanging and dis- 
playing the flag for decorative pur- 
posss. There is no Federal law gov- 
erning the subject. It has been sug- 
gested that as far as possible the hang- 
ing of the flag should be restricted to 
suspending it from a flag pole in tha 
regular way, that for mere purposes 
of decoration 
the 
National 
Colors 


should be arranged in the form of 
bunting and not in the form of a flag. 


The flag should not be tisd in a 


bowknot, or fastened over doors or 
arches: if for decorative purposes it 
should always he hung flat on the 
left, inside or outside of buildings with 
the "Union" to the left, or as you face 
the flag. It should never be used to 
cover a table, desk or box, nothing 
should ever be placed on the 
fl«gv 


nsver be draped 
over 
chairs 
or 


benches for seating purposes, never bp 
hung where it can be soiled or con- 
taminated and that no object of pic- 
ture of any patriotic eitrzen be placed 
ahoVe it. 
It should never be used 


for advertising purposes. 
When th*> 


flag is used for unveiling a statue or 
monument it should 
not ba allowed 


to fall to the ground, but should be 
carried aloft to wave out. forming a 
distinctive feature of the ceremony. 


There ars three standard sizes for 


the flag provided by the war depart- 
ment. Garrison flag 38x20 f«et. Post 
flag IflxlO feet. Storm flag 9</2x5 feet. 
From private flag poles the Secretary 
of War advises that the flag may fly 
at nil hours, day and night, with due 
respect to th« colors. When the flag 
la flyng at half-mast, as a sign of 
mourning, it should t>p hoisted to full 
itaff first, then lowered to position. 


When the flag becomes soiled or toe- 
old 
for use it should be reverently 


burned. 
When th« colors are pass- 


ing in a parada, all men and boys shall 
uncover and stand "at attention" un- 
til the colors are past, holding the 
head dress opposite the left shoulder 
with the right hand. 
If 
uncovered 


they should salute with the right hand. 


Custom decrees—When the Flag is 


shown horizontally 
the 
blue 
field 


should be at the upper corner to the 
left of the person facing th» Flag, 
when vertically the blue field should 
be at the upper corner to the right 
of a person facing the flag. 


If you hang the flag from a window 


it should be suspended by the same 
edge which is ordinarily attached' to 
the pole, and if two flags ar« hung 
together cantons should be placed to- 
gether. 
If th» flag is draped across 


the street the blue canton should be 
up. 


In draping the flag against the side 


of a room or building, 
the 
proper 


"position for th« blue field is toward 
the east. 


In crossing the American Flag with 


that of another nation the American 
colors should be at ths right. 


Old government flags are sent by 


the Quartermaster'* Department to 
Philadephia whers they are shredded. 


The only time when the Flag is kept 


flying at an army post is when a bat- 
tle is in progress. 


When the National and State flags 


or other flags fly together, the Stars 
and Stripes should be at the extreme 
right. State flag laws are enacted in 
mariy statss. The American Legion is 
making strenuous efforts to 
have 


state flag laws enforced and added to 
thf constitution of every state. The 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion have also been very active in urg- 
ing their states to adopt flag laws to 
prevent "desecration" and teach love 
and respect for our flag.
